Annual Conference 

NATIONAL COMMITTEE FOR 
SEXUAL CIVIL LIBERTIES MEETS 

PART 2 

Perhaps the highlight of 
the conference came with the 
presentation of Father John J. 
McNeil, S.J. 

A leading theologian and 



moralist within the Roman 
Catholic Church, Father McNeil 
is a Jesuit priest. He discussed 
the Papal pronouncements on 
sex, the Magistarium of the 
Roman Church, and, particu¬ 
larly, the recent "Declaration 
on Sexual Ethics." 

The "Declaration" is the 
first such document on the sub¬ 
ject since the 13th Century 
according to Father McNeil. 
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After a serious clash with 
the Pope over the issue of 
human sexuality. Father McNeil 
has finally recieved the 
"Imprimatur" which will enable 
him to publish his opinions 
regarding the Pope's pronounce¬ 
ments on sex. 

He will do this as a "Gay 
Celibate" who criticizes out of 
love for his church and not as a 
critic without love. 

He carefully calls atten¬ 
tion to the fact that he has 
submitted in all things to the 
discipline of the Church and 
that he is in agreement with the 
institution. 

"There is a sacred dimen¬ 
sion to sexuality," he declared. 
"There are forms of human 
sexuality which are compatible 
with religious practices, and 
there are forms which are not." 

As one of the founders of 
DIGNITY in New York City, 
Father McNeil lives "at peace 
with himself, and with pride and 

joy*" 

His objective is to inte¬ 
grate faith and homosexuality 
within the Roman Catholic 
Church. 

He laments the reaction 
to attempts by the Church to 
reform the sexual ethics of its 
members. 

The effect of the Pope's 
"Humanae Vita" which denied 
Catholics the right to use 
contraceptives was a 

"catastrophe." 

Father McNeil hopes to 
get support for the moral 
authority of the Church by put¬ 
ting sexual morality into proper 
perspective. He feels his 
loyalty to the Church requires 
that he work for the reform of 
sexual attitudes within the 
Church. 

Father McNeil noted that 
the great moral struggle of the 
60's was abortion and the moral 
struggle within the Church now 
is homosexuality. 

"The struggle of the Gay 
Activist Alliance in NYC with 


the Roman Catholic Church 
over "Intro 475" was a clash 
over gay rights and the opposi¬ 
tion of the Church," Father 
McNeil observed. 

Both Cardinal Cook and Bishop 
McGovern of New York were 
asked their opinion on gay 
rights at the time according to 
Father McNeil. 

The Brooklyn diocese 
answered through a woman 
attorney, Mildred Stanley, who 
repeated the frequent argument 
within the Church which allows 
the Church to make "moral" 
judgment against homosexuality 
and at the same time allow for 
the legal rights of homosexuals. 

"It might be all right to 
allow certain civil rights to 
homosexuals, the argument 
goes," McNeil noted, "but you 
just can't let homosexuals teach 
in boys' schools or , in 
orphanages!" 

There can be no doubt 
that the New York City Council 
was provoked into opposition to 
gay rights by church opposition. 

Members of the commit¬ 
tee discussed how church oppo¬ 
sition to the reform of New 
York state laws affect gay 
citizens and called attention to 
the work of a lobbyist named 
Charles Tobin who reportedly 
spoke for the interests of the 
Roman Catholic Church in New 
York. 

"Church opposition to the 
reform of New York law was 
based on several concepts," 
observed Father McNeil. 
"Reform would increase homo¬ 
sexual activity, it was argued. 
Even acceptance of gay rights 
would do harm to the general 
public, and it would legitima¬ 
tize the homosexual sub-culture 
and support a deviant group." 

Noting that civil actions 
make a thing "right" or "wrong" 
in the eyes of many people, the 
Church would argue that a 
change in law would be thought 
of as a change in moral stan¬ 
dards. 
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Republicans in New York 
took on the church arguments, 
according to Father McNeil, 
and they voted against gay 
rights in New York in 1971. 

"Curiously," Father 

McNeil noted, "the average lay 
Catholic seemed to actually 
support gay rights. In a poll 
conducted by'-the Daily News 


after the recent Supreme Court 
decision on Virginia's sodomy 
law, 84% of Catholics ' who 
responded favored gay rights!" 

"In April of 1974 when 
"Intro 2" was re-introduced in 
NYC, which would have granted 
rights to gay persons, church¬ 
men were surprised when it got 
out of committee," said Father 


McNeil. 

The Archdiocese launched 
a "no-holds-barred" campaign 
against the gay rights legisla¬ 
tion, according to Father 
McNeil. 

"The Catholic News ," he 
said, "referred to homosexuality 
as a 'menace to family life.' 

"Homophobic statements 
began to appear among the 
church clergy; and, when traced 
back "Statements like 'Homo¬ 
sexuality is an increasing 
threat' and 'Urge city legis¬ 
lators to oppose homosexual 
activities bills'. 

"In April 1974 Bishop 
Mahoney reportedly wrote a 
letter supporting certain 
employment rights for homo¬ 
sexuals," McNeil said. "At the 
same time. Orthodox Jews in 
New York joined in opposition 
to gay rights," he went on. 

"The homophobia reached 
such a pecik that churchmen 
began to retreat somewhat as 
they cautioned against "being 
cruel" to homosexuals," McNeil 
noted. 

"At the same time that 
the higher echelon of the 
church was opposing homo¬ 
sexual rights," said Father 
McNeil, "the New York Times 
published a list of priestly 
supporters of gay rights. The 
Priest Senate of New York 
violently disagreed with Bishop 
Mahoney at the time. The 
National Federation of Priests 
which met in San Francisco on 
March 17, 1974, also opposed 

Bishop Mahoney." 

"Bishop Mahoney became 
furious," said Father McNeil. 

On October 21, 1974, John 
Pinto, Jr. sent a letter out to 
every priest, according to 
Father McNeil, condemning 
homosexuality as a serious 
moral problem. "He sent the

letter out as the Committee for 
the Protection of Family Life," 
said McNeil.' 

Although set up as a 
"citizens' group," the telephone 
reportedly was traced to the 
Chancellery Office in New York 
City! 

It became a sin to support 
"Intro 2" for gay rights, accord¬ 
ing to Father McNeil. This at a 
time when statistically, accord¬ 
ing to Father McNeil, 30% of 
the Catholics in New York City 
were gay. 

"The question begem to be 
raised as to whether you can 
reform the law without condon¬ 
ing the conduct," noted Father 
McNeil. "Just being homo¬ 
sexual became a moral 
question!" 

"The position of the 
Church was challenged by 
DIGNITY in NYC," said McNeil. 

"Homosexuality can 

express sexual preference and 
still permit the individual to be 
a good Catholic," declared 
DIGNITY as a challenge to the 
bishops. 

A reaffirmation was 
needed from Rome! 

Rome responded, but not 
"ex cathedra," which Father 
McNeil admitted might be a 
hedge. The "Declaration" on 
human sexuality was not issued 
under the principle of infalli¬ 
bility. 

Called by some a 
"pastorial failure," Father 
McNeil noted that the "Declar¬ 
ation" calls for compassion and 
understanding of homosexuals. 

But he asked the question, 
"How?" 

"Under the 'Declaration'," 
McNeil points out, "all homo¬ 
sexual acts are sinful and 
unallowable; only abstinence or 
conversion to heterosexuality 
are offered as alternatives." 

"This," McNeil argues, 
"would result in frustration amd 
rejection of the church." 

The problem becomes 
more acute when you realize 
that celibacy according to 
church theology is a "charis¬ 
matic gift" not granted to all, 
according to McNeil. 

"The only solution for a 
Roman Catholic homosexual 
would be to renounce his or her 
lover and go back to being 
promiscuous," said McNeil, "for 
the Church would recognize the 
confession of sin when promis¬ 
cuous, but not if the sinner had 
a lover." "It becomes a 
paradox," he noted. 

To answer the "Declara¬ 
tion" of the Pope, Father 
McNeil announced that he will 
publish his book. The Church 
and the Homosexual , this 
August. 

He will argue that God 
created homosexuals according 
to God's plan, that there is no 
condemnation in the Bible, that 
homosexuals bring gifts to 
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society, and that the love which 
exists between homosexuals 
may be a superior love. 

"Choice postulates sexu¬ 
ality, within bounds; and 
sexuality, insofar as it is 
chosen, is good!" maintains 
Father McNeil. 

The next speaker at the 
conference was Dr. Laud 
Humphreys of Pitzer College. 
He spoke on "The Police as 
Promoters of Homophobia." 

However, before his 
formal talk, he cuinoimced to 
the committee that he had 
obtained photographic copies of 
hitherto unpublished writings of 
the early nineteenth century 
legal scholar Jeremy Bentham 
(born in London in 1748 and died 
in 1832), and he hoped to see 
them published in the near 
future as a project of the 
NCSCL. 

As a Protestant clergy¬ 
man, Humphreys also announced 
a paper he has prepared on the 
Ambisexuality of Jesus. 

Back to his regular topic, 
Humphreys showed a motion 
picture film used in Los Angeles 
schools and recommended by 
Chief of Police Edward Davis to 
the L.A. Bocird of Education. 

A Sid Davis (film) Produc¬ 
tion, "Boys Aware" was shown 
as a particularly vicious piece. 
It shows a sexual psychopath 
who molests and murders 
children and equates that with 


homosexual behavior. 

The use of the film in the 
L.A. area was blocked by a 
threat of legal action by the 
attorney Lou Gordon who is also 
a member of the committee and 
was present at the showing of 
the film. 

Chief Davis was described 
by Humphreys as a homophobe 
who heads the largest police 
force in the world; he has the 
largest number of officers 
under him and the largest 
amount of money to spend. He 
is also the head of the Inter¬ 
national Organization of Chiefs 
of Police. 

In 1975, according to 
Humphreys, Arthur Schneider 
wrote to Chief Davis and 
invited him to participate in a 
Gay Pride Week event, to which 
Davis replied that "under no 
circumstances would he associ¬ 
ate with persons who violate 
the law!" 

"In September 1975, Davis 
was using what amounts to the 
term "germ theory" of homo¬ 
sexuality," said Humphreys, "to 
object to homosexuals being on 
the police staff where they 
would spread their activities." 

Humphreys noted that in 
the recent "vice" raid on the 
Mark IV, Davis has refused to 
tell the L.A. City Council how 
much money he spent on the 
raid. He used the excuse, 
Humphreys noted, that the case 


was still pending in the courts. 

"The City Council 
responded," said Humphreys, 
"by cutting Davis' vice budget 
by $1 million." 

"A study of the police 
department," said Humphreys, 
"shows that most of the officers 
are of lower middle-class, 
working class, backgrounds; 
90% played football in school." 

Football becomes the 
model, noted Humphreys; using 
the radio, they "call the plays;" 
the police affect a locker room 
mentality. 

Humphreys went on to 
note, however, that since the 
Vietnam war the caliber of 
officers heis been better; they 
are better educated and less 
homophobic. 

Humphreys points out that 
Vice Squads are often used to 
control social activities. That 
there is a self-hatred among 
vice squad cops is the norm, 
according to Humphreys. 

In a recent study based on 
1973 data prepared by the 
National Opinion Research 
Service, Humphreys noted that 
intolerance of homosexuals is 
high where there is authori¬ 
tarianism and dogmatism; 
"erotiphobia" goes along with 
"homophobia." 

He reviewed recent 
studies which dealt with estab¬ 
lishing an Index of Homosexual 
Tolerance. 


The research was quite 
complex; however, one thing 
was clear from the results 
Humphreys offered. Atheists 
were more toleraint of homo¬ 
sexuals than other groups; 
Catholics were next in 
tolerance; the least tolersmt 
were fundamental Protestants. 

The results came as no 
surprise to the committee 
members. 

The meeting concluded 
with cm in-depth review of "The 
Origins of Western Anti-Homo¬ 
sexual Laws" by Professor Louis 
Crompton of the University of 
Nebraska. 

He discussed the Old 
Testament and the early 
Christian writers and the 
misuse of words in translating 
religious material and 

especially words which are 
intended to refer to 
homosexuality. 

"'Homosexuality' is not 
mentioned anywhere in the 
Bible in the sense we use the 
word today," he stated. "The 
translation of Leviticus and 
Romans as used to condemn 
homosexuality are distortions of 
word meanings and are false." 

The meeting ended with 
the re-election of Dr. Arthur C. 
Warner as co-chairman; how¬ 
ever, Dr. Barnett stepped down 
as co-chairman, and attorney 
Thomas F. Coleman of Los 
Angeles was selected as the 
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new co-chairman. 

The next meeting of the 
NCSCL will be held next year in 
Dayton, Ohio, with final plans 
yet to be formulated.

Mark Freedman 
Dead 
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San Francisco . Mark Freedman 
died at age 33 of complications 
resulting from serum hepatitis 
at the University of California 
Hospital on July 21 after a 
relapse suffered after about 
two months of recuperation 
according to Edd Dundas, a 
close friend cuid colleague. 

Dundas and Freedman had 
worked together in the produc¬ 
tion of the film "Nick and Jon" 
which was produced at Cinema 
Therapy, Inc., here. The film 
was shown recently as a benefit 
for the Pride Foundation at the 
Palace of Fine Arts Theatre in 
the Marina. 

Freedmeui was a psycholo¬ 
gist, author and lecturer. He 
also worked as a clinical practi¬ 
tioner and researcher. 

Most people in the gay 
community would have known 
him as an activist euid friend. 
Last October he attended the 
national conference in 
Washington, D.C., on gay rights 
and the federal government; 
and he heis been a familiar face 
at many local functions. 

He got his B.A. in English 
Literature at Brown University 
and did his doctorial work in 
psychology at Case Western 
University. 

He was the author of 
Homosexuality and Psycho¬ 

logical Functioning and had an 
article printed in the March 
1975 issue of Psychology Today 
magazine. He also co-authored 
Loving Man with Harvey 
Mayers. 

He was employed as an 


instructor at San Francisco 
State University at the time of 
his death and was a member of 
the American Psychological 
Association and the Gay 
Academic Union and the 
Association of Gay Psycholo¬ 
gists. 

A brilliant man, Freedman 
was never very strong 
physically; he becomes one of 
the very few who actually have 
died of hepatitis.

National Coalition 
of Gay Activists 

Dear Sisters and Brothers: 

Since last autumn when 
the membership of the National 
Coalition of Gay Activists 
voted to hold demonstrations at 
the 1976 Democratic and 
Republican National Conven¬ 
tions, there has been an exten¬ 
sive effort to mobilize 
participation at these events. 

The first part of that 
mandate is now accomplished 
with the New York protests 
behind us. A storefront opera¬ 
tions center was opened and a 
broad range of demonstrations 
highlighting a variety of Gay 
issues was held. Despite the 
fact Jimmy Carter subverted 
all attempts to include Gay 
rights in the Democratic plat¬ 
form, those of us who demon¬ 
strated feel satisfied that the 
protests helped maximize a Gay. 
presence. The public, the 
media and delegates to the 
convention were continually 
reminded of our determination 
to persevere in behalf of Gay 
liberation and our civil rights. 

Our experiences protest¬ 
ing on the streets around 
Madison Square Garden helped 
illuminate the degree to which 
most people in this country feel 
overwhelmed politically by 
cynicism, apathy and a sense of 
powerlessness. In fact, only a 
small handful of about a dozen 
other groups appeared in the 
course of the week to also 
demonstrate. This defeatist 
posture was to be found with 
regards to all protest move¬ 
ments. It was to be found 
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amongst the disenfranchised 
and the Democratic delegates 
alike. Many expressed their 
distress: "This is not 1968 — 
the days for protest are gone," 
or "I agree with what you're 
fighting for, but there is 
nothing I can do." 

Of course it is a new era 
and we must relate to the 
realities of 1976. But, so long 
as prevailing attitudes deny 
Gays the legitimate expression 
of our life-style, and deny 
justice, then, of course, we 
must agitate. Our agitation 
must be increasingly external¬ 
ized — we must not regress to 
the sedate, "respectable" style 
of the homophile movement 
when we sought to work 
exclusively from "within" — and 
made painfully slow progress. 
As a national Gay community, 
our great leaps forward come 
only after many embraced a 
spirit of militancy and refused 
to patiently wait through 
interminable "insider" negoti¬ 
ations with oppressors. 

As activists in behalf of 
Gay liberation, we must 
endeavor edl the more vigor¬ 
ously to penetrate beyond the 
inertia of this era of post- 
Watergate flatulence. The 
recognition that Gay liberation 
is eui ongoing process rather 
than some limited goal must 
elevate our determination to 
agitate all the more to new 
heights. 

Now, the second phase of 
Gay Rights '76 is upon us. 
Demonstrations are planned 
against the Republican National 
Convention from August 15-20 
in Kansas City. Local coordina¬ 
tion is being led by NCGA 
member Gerry Young. A tele¬ 
phone hot line has been 
arranged in coordination with 
the Gay Help Line at (816) 921-

Nicholson Tracy, Jr., is missing. 
He has been missing since 
May 25, 1976, for no apparent 
reason, leaving no trace. 

In an effort to determine 
his whereabouts or his fate, a 
$10,000 reward is being offered 
by his attorneys. 

Those who may have some 
specific information are being 
asked to make direct reference 
to the reward offer through 
Evcuider Smith, Esq., whose 
offices are located in the Jack 
Tar Hotel at 1255 Post Street in 
San Francisco, phone (415) 441-

According to police 
records, Tracy was reported 
missing on the morning of 
May 26 at 9:15 a.m. by 
Charles W. Springfield who 
lived with Tracy at 2165 
California Street here. 

Tracy was last seen when 
he kept an appointment with 
Dr. Antonio Clementino at the 
Family Therapy Institute of 
Marine in San Rafael on the 
25th of May in the morning. 

Reportedly, Tracy had 
been depressed; and he had been 
given a prescription for anti¬ 
depression pills through Dr. 
Martin Blinder. However, 
neither doctor considered Tracy 
to be suicidal. 

On noon of the 25th of 
May Tracy was to have had 
lunch with a friend, but that 


date was cancelled about 
11:00 a.m. that morning. 

At 10:46 p.m. the police 
were notified by the roommate, 
Springfield, that he had seen 
what he believed to be the car 
Tracy had been driving when 
last seen. Springfield told the 
police he saw the car at about 
6:00 p.m. parked at the north¬ 
west end of the Golden Gate 
Bridge. 

The car actually belonged 
to Springfield; it is a 1975 
Toyota, California License 
number 159 MZC, brown in 
color. 

Friends and acquaintances 
describe Tracy as a cautious 
man, one who is careful and 
meticulous in his habits and in 
the selection of persons with 
whom he associates. 
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He i? described as white, 
aged 58, about 145 lbs., brown- 
gray hair, blue eyes amd about 
5-8" in height with a mustache 
cuid trimmed beard and a quick 
"pixie-like" smile. He may be 
wearing glasses. 

Tracy had msuiy friends in 
the gay community; therefore, 
a special effort is being 
directed to gay persons to help 
locate him.

San Franciscans 
For District 
Elections 

San Franciscans for 
District Elections announced 
today that their charter amend¬ 
ment for the election of San 
Francisco’s Supervisors from 11 
districts will be on the 
November ballot. 

Over 400 San Franciscans 


circulated SFDE’s initiative 
petition. Despite time con¬ 
straints, financial limitations 
and no paid staff, SFDE's volun¬ 
teers managed to collect well 
over 30,000 signatures in only 
two months. This is considered 
more than enough to ensure the 
22,000 signatures of registered 
voters that is required to place 
the district plan on the 
November ballot. 

SFDE; a diverse coalition 
of over 150 community based 
and issue oriented groups, plans 
to wage a grass roots Campaign 
leading up to November. They 
feel that for a majority of the 
people in San Francisco, city 
government just isn't working 
any more. The current Board of 
Supervisors is neither represen¬ 
tative of nor responsive to the 
needs of the people of the City. 
They want tp begin chcuiging 
this situation by electing super¬ 
visors who live in and under¬ 
stand the needs of our 
communities. They see district 
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elections as the way to put City 
government back into the hands 
of the people who live, work 
and raise their families here. 

SFDE kicked’off its cam¬ 
paign in January of this year. 
They successfully sponsored a 
series of 16 community hearings 
where 500 people participated 
directly in determining the 
boundary lines for the district 
plan. Each of the hearings 
elected five representatives to 
a City-wide drafting committee 
which drew up the final plan. 
No other Charter Amendment 
has ever received so much 
direct resident participation in 
determining its basic form. 

Support for the district 
plan has steadily increased 
since Jcinuary and now includes 
many elements who were 
previously either neutral or 
opposed to districts. Because 
of this broad support and the 
Supervisors' continued lack of 
response to community con¬ 
cerns, SFDE spokespersons 
project victory in November.

Council of Emperors prior to 
the July 21st, 5:00 p.m. dead¬ 
line; and the Emperor Candi¬ 
date Review Boeird convened at 
the S.I.R. Center on July 22nd 
for the purpose of selecting 
quzdified candidates. 

The five individuals 
appearing before a mass of 
spectators and the Candidate 
Review Board were Hector 
Naveirro Caceres, Harry Lordan, 
Bill Lowenthal, Doug McDonald 
and Bob Wiggin., Each of the 
five applicants introduced him¬ 
self, giving a brief history of his 
background and explaining his 
purpose for wishing to become a 
candidate for the office of 
Emperor of San Francisco. 

Although the spectators 
were not . invited to personally 
question the applicants, they 
were allowed to direct 
questions to individual appli¬ 
cants through members of the 
Ccuididate Review Board. The 
nine members and two alter¬ 
nates of the Candidate Review 
Boeird questioned each applicant 
with regard to his past and 
present organizational support, 
personal financial condition and 
his ability to lead the gay com-

munity effectively.

101 Kansas Street, San 
Francisco.

Right to Privacy 
At Bath House 

San Francisco. "Sure you can 
expect to have privacy in the 
baths," declared B. J. Beckwith 
in soft Southern tones, "but that 
doesn't always mean you're goin' 
to get it!" 


Beckwith, who is a well- 
known local attorney, made 
that comment in discussing his 
defense for a client who was 
arrested in the recent "drug 
bust" conducted by the Nar¬ 
cotics Squad of the San 
Francisco Police Department on 
June 25 at the Folsom Street 
Barracks here. The Folsom 
Street Barracks is a bath house. 

Of all the persons inter¬ 
rogated, arrested or cited that 
night, only three are facing 
trial on drug charges. As many 
as eighty persons were 
questioned; eight were arrested; 
eight others were cited. All 
were subjected to search. 

The "raid" which was 
under the supervision of 
Inspector Kenneth King of the 
Narcotics Squad was conducted 
under powers granted by a 
search warrant which was 
signed earlier in the evening by 
Municipal Judge Daniel M. 
Hanlon. 

The search warrant was 
supported by an affidavit alleg¬ 
ing purchases of drugs on 
several occasions on days prior 
to the night of the raid. The 
affidavit was signed by the 
Inspector in charge. King. 

The information alleged in 
the affidavit was based on 
statements reported to King by 
a "confidential informamt" who 
was working for the police but 
who was not a police officer. 

The identity of the 
informant was to be kept secret 
by the police, according to 
King, to protect the sources of 
information. 

As an initial defense for 
his client and that of two others 
also involved, Beckwith along 
with two other attorneys, Tony 
Serra eind Jennifer Moss, 
challenged the validity of the 
original search warrant. 

Contending that the 
search warrant was obtained by 
deceiving the judge as to the 
true nature of the premises, 
especially as it related, to 
"private" areas of the premises, 
Beckwith sought to have 
charges dropped against his 
client. 

A hearing was held which 
extended over two sessions 
before the judge who issued the 
warrant. The first part was 
heard on July 21, and the 
second part was heard on 
July 28, both in Room 374, 
Department 7 of the Municipal 
Court. 

The hearings were con¬ 
ducted only on the validity of 
the search warrant. Evidence 
was confined to "the four 
corners" of the document itself. 

The point being made by 
the defense was that search 
warrant was used to search 
areas of the premises not 
actually authorized by the 
warrant. The defense con¬ 
tended that the police knew 
that the search warrant was 

































being used beyond its scope and 
that it was obtained by 
deceiving the judge 

deliberately. 

The prosecution was con¬ 
ducted by Assistant District 
Attorney James Dremann using 
Inspector Kenneth King as his 
principal witness. 

Dremann argued that it 
would frustrate police under¬ 
cover investigations and make 
drug raids almost impossible if 
the court permitted the claim 
to the right to privacy in locked 
bath house rooms and lockers. 

Beckwith pounded at the 
alleged deceit used by the 
police and the alleged mis¬ 
information provided to the 
judge in requesting the search 
warrant. Witness after witness 
testified for Beckwith to point 
out numerous little details 
about the premises that were 
not correctly depicted on a 
diagram which had been pre¬ 
pared and used by the police to 
guide police in the raid. 

By selecting his questions 
carefully, Beckwith got the 
witness to create the impres¬ 
sion that the rooms in a bath 
house were indeed private and 
were expected to be private. • 

When the Assistant D.A. 
alluded to the "type of 
behavior" that went on in the 
bath house, assuring "his honor" 
that he surely would not want 


to go there for a bath, Beckwith 
bluntly stipulated, in exact 
terms, just what men did do in 
the rooms at bath houses, con¬ 
cluding that, considering the 
conduct, privacy was surely 
expected! 

According to Beckwith, 
the law is well settled on the 
right to privacy. He expects a 
favorable ruling on his motion 
to quash. But he notes for the 
record, if this warrant is 
quashed as expected, it will be 
most unusual. Judges, he con¬ 
tends, almost never quash their 
own warrants. 

Since the evidence was 
obtained in what may be ruled 
"private" areas, then there will 
be no lawfully obtained 
evidence to use against the 
defendants. 

The main point Beckwith 
was trying to make, he said, 
was that people really do have a 
right to privacy.

Of Hearing

Beethovens Exchange is 
pleased to announce a 24-hour, 
7-day-a-week voice service for 
all the deaf and hearing im¬ 


paired community to use at no 
charge. We will make appoint¬ 
ments, contact banks, place 
orders with department stores, 
make reservations, phone the 
police and fire departments, 
utility companies, and a host of 
other services too numerous to 
mention. 

The system works rela¬ 
tively simply. The deaf or 
hearing impaired • phones 
Beethovens Exchange from any 
ordinary telephone, provided 
they own a teletype (TTY). The 
handset is placed in a coupler 
which turns the telephone in a 
'TY' line to Beethovens or amy- 
one else they would care to 
phone provided the party being 
phoned has a TTY. Upon 
receiving the call at 
Beethovens, we ascertain the 
information the calling party 
desires, etc. We then, using a 
second phone, make the neces¬ 
sary appointment, place the 
order, summon help in an 
emergency, and so forth. 

History of Beethovens 

Beethovens Exchange is 
currently in the incorporation 
process and will function as a 
non-profit tax-exempt corpora¬ 
tion. We will exist primarily as 
any non-profit organization, 
from donations made by anyone 
who cares to donate. Funds will 
be used primarily for rent, 
equipment, maintaining a staff. 


and other expenditures that are 
required to run an office. 

Why There Is A Need 

Nationally there are 
approximately 13 million hear¬ 
ing impaired persons or nearly 
deaf. There are an estimated 
million totally deaf. In the 
San Francisco Bay Area, there 
are 35,000 deaf and hearing 
impaired, with an additional 
30,000 in the Sacramento area. 

At the present time, there 
are an estimated 18,000 TTY's 
in use by the deaf and hearing 
impaired community. In the 
San Francisco Bay Area there 
are approximately 3,500 TTY's 
in use. These two figures 
double with the amount of 
people that have access to 
TTY's, as they will borrow a 
relative's or neighbor's. Sup¬ 
pliers and manufacturers of new 
TTY's are currently backlogged 
with orders, and the need for 
voice communication for the 
deaf is more in demamd by the 
day as more and more persons 
purchase TTY's. 

Beethovens' Goals 

To provide voice service 
to the deaf cuid hearing im¬ 
paired for no charge, with a 
"send a donation if you can 
afford it" attitude. At present, 
handle commimications on a San 
Francisco Bay Area basis with 
plans to provide the same 
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service to all of California and 
eventually all the United States 
as funds are available to sub¬ 
scribe to Watts Line service. 

News As It Happens 

Beethovens will transmit 
news alerts, weather, stock 
market data, etc., to the deaf 
and hearing impaired within 
three weeks as soon as equip¬ 
ment is installed.

Gays in San Jose 
Denied Police 
Protection 


San Jose. Franco Trujillo shot 
himself through the heart early 
the morning of June 20 at 
King Street, San

Jose, at about 2:00 a.m.; 
Trujillo was 20 years of age. 

He lived with two room¬ 
mates at that address - Garry 
Givens, age 25, and Garry 
Adams, age 34. 

Although Garry Givens 
was out that night, Adams was 
at home playing cards in the 
living room, according to 
Givens. Trujillo reportedly 
went into fhe kitchen where he 
took a gim which had been left ‘ 
on the premises by a former 
tenant, pointed it toward his 
heart and pulled the trigger. 

According to his room¬ 
mate, Trujillo had been drinking 
heavily and had allegedly been 
mixing drink with "pot" aind 
other soft drugs. The sug¬ 
gestion was made that this may 
have led him to suicide. 

As in memy suicides, the 
answers were not forthcoming. 

In the course of things, 
the police were called, informa¬ 
tion was taken and everyone 
questioned; it was an apparent 


suicide. 

Being shaken by the 
tragedy, Givens and Adams 
spent the next day with friends 
at another apartment, accord¬ 
ing to Givens. A friend of 
their's offered to go back to the 
apartment on King Street and 
check things for them. 

The friend, John Parker, 
arrived at the residence, Givens 
related, only to find that rela¬ 
tives of the suicide were in the 
place and armed. 

. Allegedly, the relatives 
blamed the two roommates for 
the death of Trujillo eind for the 
fact that he was gay. Parker 
was badly beaten, according to 
the roommate. He had to be 
hospitalized to have stitches 
about his eyelid and lip, which 
reportedly became badly 
swollen. 

Givens complained to the 
police that the relatives had 
threatened them cind were 
taking their possessions out of 
the residence. The threats

forced them to move in with 
friends for fear of their lives, 
he went on. 

The police, Givens stated, 
would do nothing. Givens 
claims the police pointed out 
the homosexual aspect of the 
case and used that as a reason 
for keeping out of it. 

Outraged, Givens amd his 
roommate have made com¬ 
plaints to local officials and 
hope to have a confrontation on 
the matter. Givens said that 
the Ombussman, who is desig¬ 
nated to handle such com¬ 
plaints, has promised them a 
hearing in the near future.

Media Alliance 


An unconventional, hard¬ 
hitting program on illegal 
immigration will be broadcast 
twice on KQED-TV, Channel 9, 
on Thursday, August 12, at 
10:30 p.m. amd on Monday, 
August 16, at 6:30 p.m. The 
program, "Land of Immigramts: 
The Unwelcome Ones," raises 
serious questions about govern¬ 
ment estimates of the scope of 
illegal immigration. 

David N. Ilchert, district 
director of U.S. Immigration 
amd Naturalization, outlines his 
agency's position in a film 
segment of the program. 
Minority attorneys Lilian Sing 
amd Ricairdo Callejo describe 
some of the hardships that U.S. 
Immigration policies create in 
their communities. Sing amd 














Callejo, who are.interviewed in 
the studio, respond to Ilchert's 
statements and question U.S. 
Immigration's statistics and 
procedures. The program 
begins with a fast-moving slide 
show briefly sketching the 
history of immigration to this 
country. 

"Our procedures for the 
apprehension of illegal aliens in 
the United States have nothing 
to do with racial overtones," 
says nchert on the program. He 
estimates that about seventy- 
five percent of the illegal 
immigrcuits in the Bay Area are 
from Mexico. The total number 
of illegals in the Bay Area is 
about 80,000, he says. The two 
attorneys think these figures 
may be deceptive cind they say 
why on the program. 

The half-hour show was 
produced by the Media Alliance 
jointly with KQED-TV's "Open 
Studio." Host for the in-studio 
segment is Alex Abella. It is 
narrated by Richard Springer 
and was written by Paul 
Ramirez, Abella and Springer of 
the Media Alliance. The 
program was directed by Loni 

Ding Welsh. The Ilchert 
Interview was produced cuid 
directed by Alan Bloom and 
Jack Buffalo of the Media 
Alliance.

nilDING THE ANSWERS 


"There is a certain gay 
posture on Castro and Folsom 
that is a kind of 'masculine' 
image. There is a sameness in 
clothes, hair, mustaches, etc. 
The attempt is made to look 
young, stay slim and not com¬ 
municate with others." 

The words come from a 
Castro area resident, Tede, who 
is considered by some to be 
Effeminate. Tede is not bitter 
or overly critical but attempts 
to be descriptive of a 
phenomenon and what it means 
to him. Right or wrong, his 
thoughts are a challenge. . . 

"I used to wear denims 
and tie my long hair back, play 
the 'butch' game. I used to 
trick with guys who looked 


more 'masculine' than I am; but 
when we got home, it was 
obvious that I was not the kind 
of person - sexually or psycho¬ 
logically - that I had pretended 
to be in public. I decided 
finally to just be myself - so 
that people would know what 
kind of person I was from the 
start. I want people now to 
love me or be attracted to me 
for what I really am, what I 
honestly feel comfortable with. 
I no longer attempt to fit into 
the standard, required 'sex 
object' role. I feel that when 
you pretend to be something 
you are not, you are cutting off 
something from yourself - not 
expressing your real self. I do 
not want to be the same as 


others; I want to be different." 

We met Tede at a film 
screening a few months ago in 
Berkeley; and when he talked 
about himself in the film (Peter 
and Nancy Adair's soon-to-be- 
released "Who Are We?"), I was 
startled by his analysis on a 
number of subjects. We 
recently went to his modest flat 
and cisked him questions about 
why some gay males play the 
constant game of appearing to 
be 'butch'. 

"Everyone is afraid of 
being powerless in our society," 
Tede believes. . ."Men are given 
a certain power over others, 
like women. Homosexuality, in 
the heterosexual mind, is linked 
with being powerless. It is 
thought to be 'effeminate' and 
woman-like, so it is considered 
a powerless state. In growing 
up, we learn that in 'coming out' 
as gay people we lose some of 
that power in the straight 
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society with the church, family, 
whatever. 

"You also lose the power 
that is eissociated with being 
'masculine' within the gay com¬ 
munity. Thus, some think it 
necessary to carry off that 
image. 

"The straight and gay 
news media help by emphasizing 
that being 'butch' is the accept¬ 
able thing. The image is the 
young, trim, masculine-appear¬ 
ing, white, middle-class male in 
denims. In the gay magazines 
and some gay newspapers, the 
big dick is also mandatory. You 
would think that no one else 
even heis sex. Everyone is 
forced to compare himself with 
that macho male image. 

"Early in life we had. 
learned that 'pink is for girls 
cuid blue is_ for boys'. Boys are 
to play with 'masculine' toys 
and toys that represent being a 
scientist or doctor. Girls are 
not given leadership toys, but 
learn very early that they are 
to play a secondary role cls 
inothers or nurses. They learn 
that girls do menial tasks. . . 
when I was little I played with 
the girls because the boys were 
too aggressivej they were 
always beating one another up. 

I was even told that I shouldn't 
play with girls - as I got older - 
because I should accept my role 
as being a 'man'. The pressure 
is great. 


"I wonder sometimes when 
I pass Toad Hall (a Castro curea 
gay bar) what those outside 
were like when they were little. 
Some of them must have been 
sissies too and felt alienated. I 
wonder what they are going to 
be like when they are older - no 
longer young and 'butch'." 

Tede is involved with the 
BAGL gay group and has met a 
number of people through Gay 
Rap. He now believes that 
much of the well-publicized 
"gay movement" is full of 
respected gay people. He says, 
"Those who turn to that move¬ 
ment discover that you can be 
'gay' as long as you meet the 
image of appearing to be 
straight. Those who are running 

the 'gay liberation' show for us 
are becoming the new bosses. 
It is okay to be gay, but you 
better look and act in the 
accepted mamner, cut your long 
hair. 

"There are professional 
people who attempt to help gay 
people who are effeminate or 
poor. You won't read about 
them in the 'acceptable' gay 
publications which emphasize 
the professionals who are just 
out to make a buck." 

Maybe Tede's analysis is 
harsh, but he knows from first¬ 
hand experience that "drag" is 
tolerated on stage or at cos¬ 
tume balls, that being effem¬ 


inate and then trying to relate 
to people in Castro and Folsom 
bars is often a problem and that 
life Ceui be difficult for those 
who don't conform to the macho 
image that is expected. Not 
being 'butch', Tede has learned, 
makes many gay males uncom¬ 
fortable; and he believes that 
life would be easier for every¬ 
one if gay males relaxed and 
attempted to be themselves 
rather tham play the "being 
butch" game.

Scin Francisco . The San 
Francisco Police Commission 
held the first of a series of 
neighborhood hearings on a pro¬ 
posal to establish an Office of 
Citizens’ Complaints (OCC). 

The meeting was held on 
July 29> 1976, at LeConte 

School in the Mission district of 
Sein Francisco from 7:00 to 
10:00 p.m., and it was well- 
attended by meiny Latinos who 
live in the area eind by a Icirge 
number of gay persons. 

Gay persons, straight 

persons. Latinos and whites, 
both men and women joined 
together in a show of imity 
which may well have been 
unprecedented. 

About forty persons 

addressed the commission, but 
only the official representative 
of the Police Officers Associ¬ 


ation, who lived out of town, 
spoke against the proposal; that 
was Officer A1 Benner. 

The purpose of the OCC 
would be to establish a 
procedure by which citizens 
could make complaints against 
the police and have the com¬ 
plaints heard by someone other 
than police personnel. 

Any cind all complaints 
would be accepted by the OCC. 
Then a preliminary review of 
the allegations would be made 
to determine the cat^ory of 
the complaint. 

It would also be reviewed 
to determine if the welfare of 
the general public required 
immediate disciplinary action. 

If the subject matter of 
the complaint dealt solely with 
a police depzurtment procedure, 
then members of the police 


department itself would con¬ 
duct an investigation. All other 
complaints would be handled by 
the OCC. 

Persons interviewed by 
investigators from OCC could 
refuse to answer questions, and 
they would be permitted to 
have a participating representa¬ 
tive present with them if they 
wish to cooperate 

After ah investigation of 
a complaint is made, both the 
complainant cuid the accused 
are apprised of the findings. 
Either may then request a 
public hearing on the matter. 

Ultimately, it will be the 
Chief of Police who would 
impose any disciplinary action 
as may be recommended by the 
Hearing Officer. The accused 
police officer may then appeal 
his case in a'full hearing on the 
merits before the Police 
Commission. 

Whatever the final out¬ 
come, the complainant would be 


informed of the results of the 
investigation and of euiy action 
taken. 

The proposal for the OCC 
is largely the result of research 
done by the San Francisco Bar 
Association. 

In formulating its 
proposal, the SFBA sought and 
got input from the gay com¬ 
munity. As a result, a large 
number of gay persons attended 
the hearing. 

The crowd was Icirge and 
diverse. All of the speakers 
from the public supported the 
OCC proposal. 

As each person addressed 
the Chief cuid Police Commis¬ 
sioners, each related some tale 
of brutality and horror. 

”An officer held a gun on 
me and beat me,” pleaded one 
Latino metn who doubted that 
other police officers would ever 
believe him. 

"The cops hit my mother 
cmd threw her to the ground," 
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complained another. "Now they 
hassle me every time they see 
me or my brother on the 
street," he went on. 

Margo Schulten, a 
member of Bay Area Gay Liber¬ 
ation, spoke out forcefully, 
using her sharp wit to describe 
police abuse of gay persons and 
third world people. Quoting a 
Latin phrase, she asked the 
obvious question, "Who will 


guard the guards?" 

Harley White, also a 
member of BAGL, appeared in a 
long frock with a light colored 
bandana about his, head to set 
off his bearded face and to 
support the proposal, reminding 
the commissioners that the 
police are but the employees 
and the citizens are the 
employers. The way he dressed 
and what he said were both

statements which were 
applauded by the diverse crowd. 

Paul Hardman of the 
Pride Foundation cind the 
California Committee for Equal 
Rights spoke out for the pro¬ 
posal, as did Fred Rosenberg of 
the Mission Community Legal 
Defense. Rosenberg, is also a 
member of BAGL, and he 
identified himself as such. 

In a moving plea on behalf 
of Gay Latino alliance (GALA), 
Peter Beck urged the adoption 
of the OCC proposal. 

Underscoring the con¬ 
servative nature of Latino 
people. Beck commented that 
his father would have been 
against him speaking out in 
public on such an issue. "This is 
the first time in my life that I 
have done a thing like this," 
referring to his speech, which 
certainly had an impact on the 
commissioners and the chief. 

Ellen Engelson and Terry 
Grant of "Lesbian Organizing" 
spoke out plainly on how 
lesbians are beaten and abused 
by the police. They strongly 
supported the OCC proposal. 

Shelly Fernandez of the 
National Organization for 
Women addressed the commis¬ 
sion and urged the inclusion of 
"community" people in any body 
which may review police 
conduct. 

On and on the public 
criticized the police on the way 


complaints are handled. How¬ 
ever, they praised Chief 
Charles Gain. 

Gain was being given a 
great deal of credit for offering 
the OCC proposal to the public. 

Noting the hostile atti¬ 
tude many of the speakers had 
toward certain police officers 
they had encountered. Gain said 
afterward in a brief conversa¬ 
tion that he was "glad they are 
not mad at mel" 

Gay community leadership 
and organization have been 
strongly supporting the OCC 
proposal. Hank Wilson, who is 
active with numerous gay 
organizations, has been at the 
forefront of the push to get gay 
people informed about the hear¬ 
ings. 

"They have got to get out 
and speak," he insists, 
"especially in the conservative 
districts." 

He has offered to arrange 
transportation for persons who 
may not be able to go other¬ 
wise. 

The next neighborhood 
meeting bn the OCC is 
scheduled for August 12 at the 
Anza School at 40 Vega Street 
in San Francisco at the same 
time, 7:00 p.m. to 10:00 p.m.

every honest person and every 
liberal should work for Tunney's 
re-election.

Complete financial state¬ 
ments for CIRCUS CIRCUS 
1976, and for Operation 
Concern's overall activities for 
1975 and for 1976 through 
August 3 appear on this page. 
Financial records for 1975 and 
for 1976 through June 30 have 
just been audited and certified 
by Bruce Duggan, Certified 
Public Accountant for the 
Tavern Guild. Future audits 
will be performed as appropri¬ 
ate. 

In addition to Operation 
Concern funds, the program at 
Pacific Medical Center is 
supported by a grant from the 
State Department of Health 
which provided up to $30,000 in 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1976, and which will provide 
$36,000 a year for the next two 
fiscal years. An application for 
a second grant is currently 
under consideration which will 
provide an additional $28,000 a 
year for three years. This grant 
will place a great deal of 
emphasis * on the problems 
arising between gays and their 
parents. 

The present gay mental 
health staff at Pacific Medical 
Center includes Director Jim 
Stoll and several full and part 
time therapists, consultants, 
and student counsellors. 

A major review and plan¬ 
ning effort will take place with 
respect to the program in 
September when the status of 
the second grant should be 
known. 

Most gay mental health 
services at the center have 
been free, although some 
charges have been and will 
continued to be levied based on 
an individual's ability to pay.

The Hombre Vs. 
City Umpires 

Many individuals have 
written how the Commimity 
Softball League was formed amd 
its history of the past four 
years. There have been a lot of 
changes from seaison to season, 
auid many of the league's grow¬ 
ing pains have been "terminal." 
The league was a spin-off of the 
Simday afternoon volleyball 
games, where everyone partici¬ 
pated whether they were 
athletic or not. The first year 
was fast pitch softball, but this 
was changed to slow pitch in 
the second year because of how 
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the Police League was played 
and also to eliminate injury 
possibilities. The second cmd 
third years were huge suc¬ 
cesses. 

This year has presented 
many problems that no one 
could possibly foresee, in the 
first couple of years. Everyone 
has the strong desire to win. 
This objective hais been very 
apparent in the many teams 
recruiting from outside our 
area, sponsors spending sizeable 
amounts of money on their 
players, and the lack of sports¬ 
manship by the press, whose 
articles are written by team 
managers and - cannot be 
described as unbiased. 

This year saw the need of 
a Constitution, more compre¬ 
hensive playing rules, and more 
cooperation from the team 
managers, who are the govern¬ 
ing body of the C.S.L. This was 
accomplished this year but only 
after much petty bickering, 
most of it selfishness. This 
year alone we have had two 
commissioners, two assistant 
commissioners and two 
secretaries. There have been 
six teams that have dropped out 
of the league since this year's 
initial meeting. Some dropped 
because they couldn't field a 
team, some because of the 
league not adopting a 21 year of 
age limit, and some because 
they couldn't afford it. It has 
become big business with the 
high cost of equipment and 
uniforms, travelling and compli¬ 
mentary drinks and parties. 
The league has approximately 
300 members, which is one of 
the largest, if not the largest, 
gay organizations in the City. 

Most all of the players 
have practiced since February, 
have taken off work without 
pay or rescheduled their work 




hours to coincide with the 
schedule, and have spent much 
of their own money on equip¬ 
ment. With all this, some of 
the most unqualified umpires 
have made a mockery out of our 
league. Within the past month, 
game protests have been filed 
by three teams, two by the 
Hombre, who seem to have 
become the patsys of the 
league. The first Hombre 
protest involved one of their 
players verbally lambasting the 
City Umpire on a call. The 
player was thrown out of the 
game, which he should have 
been. While the team was 
reorganizing, switching playing 
positions, the umpire walked off 
the field. When we finally got 
his attention to ask where he 
was going, he said the game was 
forfeited to the other team. 
We felt that a warning should 
have been given before such 
drastic action was taken, as we 
have all worked a long time for 
these games. At a hearing on 
the issue, the umpire sent a 
letter stating his reasons and 
was in error repeatedly. There 
were many other things wrong 
about that day and game, but 
even though the Hombre won, 
they lost. If an umpire cannot 
control a game, and L mean 
before the first ball is pitched, 
then he should not be umpiring 
our games. As in anything, 
there are good umpires and bad; 
some have their good days and 
bad; some are amiable and some 
not; some are prejudiced and 
others cure not; and some are 
doing it for the fast $10 while 
others are concerned about 
having a well-played game. 
Through the first protest, the 
Hombre was guaranteed League 
umpires for the rest of their 
season, which was their right. 
Lo and behold, who should 
I appear at the Hombre's last 
game but a City umpire who 
was much worst than the first. 


Beside bad calls, etc., he left 
before the end of the game, 
saying his paid time was up. Do 
we really need this type of 
stuff? The Hombre team has 

become personally demoralized 
by the conduct of the Commis¬ 
sioner and the City Umpires, 
the latter who are alsq com¬ 
plaining. about drinking at the 
game. It is a park rule, but it 
hasn't been enforced for some 
time until now. The only reason 
the Hombre is still in the 
league, not everyone though, is 
the hours put in by each player 
and the fact that we enjoy 
softball and the other members 
of the teams. We have never 
had one incident involving one 
of the players and another 
team's player, which is "what it 
is all about." 

The time has apparently 
come when we -have to turn 


control of our games to the 
unconcerned straight city 
umpires. They certainly do not 
realize all the practice that has 
gone into each scheduled game. 

It's too late in the season 
now to correct the situation as 
we see it. The Hombre has 
already thrown in the towel to 

the Commissioner and his staff. 
It's sad to say, but it's not fun 
anymore. Rennis

caused this reporter to figura¬ 
tively, if not literally as some 
would have it, eat his words 
insofar as my recent columns 
are concerned.

bom. Roller derby is the only 
sport where men and women 
compete on the same level. I 
gotta be the greatest. Profes- 
sioncd athletes respect each 
other. If my daughter Terry 
was skating against me, it's 
either her or me. My nose has 
been broken 12 times. The 
people wcuit to see blood and 
somebody get hurt. Either you 
got it in you or you don't. 
We've got ten gals out there at 
once. If you know womens you 
know for . two women to get 
along is impossible. If they can 
start a fight in the dressing 
room afterwards, they didn't 
skate hard enough. It's not the 
Ice Follies, ya know; Tm not out 
there tiptoeing through the 
tulips!" 

Ann also has firm 
thoughts on Raquel Welch's 
"Kansas City Bomber" film that 
supposedly accurately depicted 
the roller derby rat-race. 
"Raquel skated around the 
arena a couple of times for the 
camera; but Judy Arnold, who

Entertainment is my baili¬ 
wick, so what am I doing inter¬ 
viewing two leading sports 
personedities? Well, the Queen 
of the Roller Derby auid the 
U.S. Wrestling Champion offer 
a particular brand of entertain¬ 
ment all their own, especially 
to blood-thirsty fight fans who 
enjoy seeing .Ann Calvello get 
knocked on her ass or Pat 
Patterson fighting his way out 
of a hammerlock by some hulk¬ 
ing, grunting wrestler out after 
his title. 

Ann, at 46 ("and proud of 
itl"), is in her 27th year of 
skating. With her three-toned 
blonde hair (sometimes green or 
striped), a deep year-round tan 
and a body, scarred though it 
may be, that still draws the 
boys in droves, Ann is the 
epitome of the ego-driven 
career woman who wanted to be 
the best and succeeded. "I was 
40 when I became the queen. 
The people vote for you, but 
generally I was the villain. I 
was adways different when I was 
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since Pat is French-Canadian 
from Montreal originally. 

With his platinum blonde 
hair, Pat has been both the 
villain and the hero profession¬ 
ally (off the canvas, he's pure 
pussycat). But the smile fades 
quickly from his face when you 
suggest that wrestling matches 
are more showmanship them 
skill, with the outcome possibly 
predetermined. "I have one 
thing to say to people who think 
it's fixed. Okay, go get yourself 
a license amd get in the ring!" 
And Pat loves a good opponent. 
His roughest competitor is Ray 
Stevens. "I was partnered with 
Ray for two years; then we split 
up amd he knew all my moves. I 
go in to win, and I don't care 
what people think. I don't care 
if I break the rules or not. I've 
had my life threatened ... by 
fams. The fans will come up to 
you with knives amd guns. I've 


had a 60 yeaur old mam threaten 
me. But if you're good, people 
look up to you. The people have 
a lot to do with wrestling. If 
you get a bad crowd not 
responding, you don't feel like 
you're doing your job. You can 
be a great singer; but if you've 
got a lousy band, it's no good. 
The opponent, the crowd, it's all 
important." 

But there is a side to Pat 
Patterson few people would 
suspect . . . until they've known 
him socially. "I'm a practical 
joker. I love to put people on. I 
used to play jokes on Charles 
Pierce. I tied his swing in knots 
one night so it wouldn't come 
down for 'Sam Framcisco.' I 
don't think he thought it was 
funny." Ann, with a voice that 
sounds like it suffered a couple 
of good karate chops in the 
neck, recalls, "Charles Pierce 
thought I was a mam once, with 
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Open Six Days 
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Pat Patterson — The U.S. Wrestling 
Champion. 


went to Mission High, did 
Raquel's hard skating. She has 
no personadity and cam't act." 
And don't confuse roller derby 
with the Roller Games in front 
of Ann — "Roller Derby is 
strictly skating. The Roller 
Games is strictly out of L.A. 
amd is garbage. It's more of a 
show amd not enough skating. 
When I cam't skate anymore. I'll 
be dead. We cam go on forever; 
it's up to the individual. Annis 
Jensen came back at 53 greater 
tham ever. Jeamie Weston 
(Ann's arch-villain opponent 
often) has only been skating 22 
years. She's just a new kid. I 
was captain amd a superstar 
eight months after I started. I 
don't take second best to no¬ 
body amd nothing!" 

That same confident 
attitude holds true offstage for 
Ann ais well. "I got a beautiful 
body for a womam my age. I go 
out with my daughter on double 
dates. Tm not conceited; Tm 
great amd I know it! I do the 
same thing on amd off work. I 
enjoy life the way it's supposed 
to be lived. I love the sun. I 
love good jewelry. I don't like 
amything cheap, only the best. I 
collect good men; they're very 
hard to find. I know a lot of 
people think Tm a dyke; but no 


way, honey! With these tickets 
(§he indicates her boobs), I like 
men." And not skaters either. 
"Hanging around with skaters 
socially is like a mailman going 
for a walk." 

The very affable Italiam- 
Austriam skater com6s on like 
gangbusters; Pat Patterson may 
not be quite as flamboyant, but 
he's a charming guy who takes 
his profession equally seriously. 
Being the U.S. Wrestling Champ 
three times, he is very realistic 
about the professional future 
for a wrestler. "It took me nine 
years to become champion. If 
you keep yourself in good shape, 
you can go until you're 45. 
Then Til probably go into 
promotion; the best promoters 
are ex-wrestlers. Wrestling is 
the fifth largest money-making 
sport. A professional wrestler 
makes $40,00P or $50,000 a 
year; a top wrestler makes over 
$100,000. New York City and 
San Francisco draw the biggest 
crowds. I usually wrestle two 
or three times a week. I like to 
wrestle in California and 
Australia. Japan is a bore. I 
work 12 months a year. I don't 
have much time off, but I love 
to cook and play golf. I have a 
home in the Bay Area and one 
in Canada." Understandable, 
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my hoarse voice and my green 
hair." Hummm, Charles 

probably thought it was a 
drunken leprechaun. 

Both Ann and Pat live in 
the Bay Area, though they 
spend a great deal of each year 
on the road. Ann no longer 
skates for any one team — "I 
skate freelance; I go where the 
money is." And their work 
consists entirely of one- 
nighters, seldom in the same 
city twice in a row. It’s a 
rugged life, financially reward¬ 
ing only if you make it to the 
top. For Leo Ann, it’s been 27 
years thus far; for Capricorn 
Pat, 18 and still going strong. 
But they both take great pride 


in being the best; they both 
have a good sense of humor, and 
they both realize their 
respective sports are geared to 
the popularity with their fauis 
that sells tickets ... a fickle 
living where only the strongest 
can endure. Perhaps Ann sums 
it up best when she simply says, 
"You come see me skate and 
you won’t recognize me as the 
same person. Don’t say you 
don’t like me or the fsms will 
kill you. It’s all survival. We’re 
making a living."

Bay Area Reporter. Failure to 
so act and your continued 
distribution of these libelous 
and false statements will con¬ 
stitute additional evidence of 
actual malice on your part. 

The "Stemford" letter goes 
far beyond the privilege of "fair 
comment" and "honest opinion" 
on matters concerning a public 
figure. 

The letter specifically 
constitutes libel in the follow¬ 
ing instances: 

(1) The letter implies 

that Rev. Broshears is not truly 
an ordained minister but is only 
known and called "reverend" by 
some. 

(2) The letter falsely 

states that Rev. Broshears hcis 
attacked just about every 
person and business known to 
support the gay community. 

(3) The letter falsely 

states that Rev. Broshears 
attacks those who are not 

favorable to his ego oriented 
desires, etc. 

(4) The letter falsely im¬ 
plies that Rev. Broshears is a 
paid informer-disrupter. 

(5) The letter falsely im¬ 
plies that Rev. Broshears is paid 
to be cm informer-disrupter by 
one or more governmental 
agencies. 

(6) The letter falsely im¬ 
plies that Rev. Broshears is 
trained and paid to keep the gay 
community from uniting. 

(7) The letter falsely im¬ 
plies that Rev. Broshears is a 
known criminal and should 
register with the police depart¬ 
ment as a known criminal. 

(8) The letter falsely im¬ 
plies that Rev. Broshears has 
had something to do with new 
businesses from the East Coast 
illegally operating in San 
Francisco. 

(9) The letter falsely im¬ 
plies that Rev. Broshears is 
known as Earl Raymond Allen. 

(10) The letter falsely 
implies that Rev. Broshears has 
sexual desires for children 
under the age of thirteen. 

(11) The letter falsely 
states that Rev. Broshears has 
left behind him a path of "death 
and destruction." 

(12) The letter falsely 
implies that Rev. Broshears was 
in some illegal or improper 
manner connected with the 
assassination of President 
Kennedy. 

(13) The letter falsely 
implies that Rev. Broshears had 
a lover who was a friend of Lee 
Harvey Oswald. 


























(14) The letter falsely 
implies that Rev. Broshears has 
not been caught for (some 
unspecified crime or misdeed). 

(15) The letter falsely 
implies that Rev. Broshears 
intimidates others of less 
intelligence to do his work, 
which work, it is implied, is the 
work of an informer-disrupter. 

(16) The letter falsely 
accuses Rev. Broshears of com¬ 
mitting the crime of (blackmail) 
extortion. 

(17) The letter falsely 
implies that Rev. Broshears is 
connected with organized 
crime. 

(18) The Tetter falsely 
accuses Rev. Broshears of being 
a communist. 

(19) The letter falsely 
implies that the Helping Hand 
Centej was operated as a com¬ 
munist front organization. 

Rev. Broshears has also 
asked me to inform you that in 
addition to the libel action cm 
additional cause of action will 
be included in his law suit, an 
action wherein he, as a citizen- 
taxpayer, will seek an injunc¬ 
tion to abate as a public 
nuisance the Dial-A-Model 
Agency, which he believes is 
euid hcis been operating illegally 
as a front for a male whore 
operation for a number of 
years.
